‘They now answer letters and applica- 
tions within a reasonable time, and dispose 
promptly of the ordinary routine of business. 
which they did not form rly do. 

In the Census bureau though there are 140 
clerks employed. it is found impossible to digest 
and arrange the mass of statistical rm turns be- 
fore them. in time for presenting them to Con- 
gress pearly in the session. It has, therefore, 
heen determined to arrange the details of all the 
returns from a single State—Maryland—and 
lav the work before Congress for their exami- 
nation and approval.

HORRIBLE AND FATAL CALAMITY. 
Fifty Children Killed! and Forty-nine 
Injured ! 

One of the most distressing calamities that 
ever visited this city, occurred yesterday after- 
noon, between 2 and 3 oclock. at the Ward- 
school house, No. 26, in Greenwich avenue, not 
fur from Jefferson market. We were upon the 
epot a short time after the accident ocurred. but 
cannot convey to the reader any adequate con- 
ception of the excitement and anguish and deso- 
lation of the heart-rending scene. Fifty 
children, or upward, were killed. and forty-nine 
were more or less severely wounded. There 
were 1.833 children. of both sexes,\in the school 
at the time, of whom about six hundred were 
in the female department. 

The school house is a large, five story brick 
eee basement being level with the 
street. and forming in fact a flagged plavgroun 
for the children. the building bean - pt 
ted that the children can play either in the open 
yard or run for shelter underneath the school 
house. ‘I'he four floors above are reached by a 
winding, or whut is technically called a “ well” 
staircase, the bottom of the well or terminus of 
the staircase being upop the flagged floor of 
the basement. and ahout ten feet square in ex- 
tent. lt was by precipitation into this well that 
so many of the children were killed, many of 
them by suffocation alone. , 

Miss Harrison, one of the teachers of the fe- 
male department, who had been for some duys 
indisposed, was seized with fainting—some’ of 
the morning papers say with paralysis, but we 
were not so informed, and « call for water was 
raised by some of the children near her. ‘The 
cry fir water” seems to have given rise to the 
idea that so:nething had caught fire, and this 
alarm spread so rapidly. that befure any pre- 
ventive meusures could be taken. the main body 
of the scholars rushed toward the door, and 
w seene of indescribable confusion and horror 
succeeded. ‘This departm nt was in the third 
story, its elevation from the flagged floor being 
about thirty feet. 

In the rash. some children were forced over 
the banisters of the stair-cases, and falling upon 
the flags below were mangled and instantly 
killed. ‘The panic spread also through the oth- 
er department of the schcol, including the 
male department on the fourth fluor, and under 
the angmented pressure the buallystrades from 
the foot toa = ubove the second story gave 
way or were forced out. and the children as 
they eagerly rushed forward were instantly pre- 
vipitated into the well of the stair case, the up- 
ada smothering or snffucating those who lay 
yeneath. Before the current could be arrested, 
the well was filled with the bodies of children 
tu the depth of about cight feet. 

At thissjuncture the alarm reached the Ninth 
Ward station huuse, the fire bell was rung. and 
a detachment of police hurried to the scene. 
Here a new difficulty presented itself. ‘The af- 
ternoon ses-ion of the school baving commenced, 
the main outer doors. which open apon the fout 
ofthe stairs had been closed, Against tiese 
the affrighted children were wedged in masses, 
and as the deors open inward, it was some time 
before relief could be given them. We know 
not why the doors of public buildings are not in 
all cases made to open outwards. it would of- 
ten he the means of saving umny lives. ‘ihe 
police forcunately effected an entrance by arcar 
door. but for which timely help probably many 
more of the children would have been suifi- 
cated. 

Much com: endation is due tu the teachers 
for their presence of mind. Miss McFariand. 
one of the assistants in the primary department. 
finding the children of her deparimeut. becom 
ing alarmed, placed her-elf in the docrway. and 
exerted ber utmost strength to arrest them as 
they endeavored to rush from the room, and al- 
though several times thrown down and trampl d 
upon. she still persisted in her efforts, until tinal- 
ly she was so much injured as to be compelled 
io r linguish-the post. ‘So impetuous was the 
rush, huwever. that. five of the teachers, Mjs- 
Margaret L Smith. Miss Cornelia 1.. Barnes. 
from the female department, and Miss Ellen D 
Traphagen, Miss Louisa Mctarland, aud Miss 


ers. and fell with the chil-

Homestead Exempticn. 

We are gratified to notice that Mr. ‘Tucker, 
of Spartanburg. contemplates the introduction 
+}of a bill to increase the amount of _property ex- 
empt from levy and sale. ‘This is a step to- 
wards a perfect homestead exemption law—a 
law which will doubtless prove a salutary one 
fur the interests of the locatities in which it may 
be adopted. 

Let a man’s home be inalienable. except by 
his own free will, and he will have an aduition- 
aj tie to bind him and his children to the <oil 
Let the industrious tarmer know that the roof 
which covers his family and the few acres that 
support them are ¢xempt from the consequenc:s 
of the reverses he may mert. and you give him 
fresh energy in his dady tuil—you give him ad- 
ditional motives to beauify bis home, and in- 
prove his farm. Such a law gives no license to 
idlevess, for his small tract of land will net 
vield without cultivation. and he will be una- 
ble to ma:mtain himself or his family without be 
so cultivates it. Sacha law can give no pro 
tection to fraud. for it will aif ct no existing con 
tracts ; and all future on. s will be made with a 
tull knowiedce on the part of the creditor that 
ie homestead of the farmer affords him no se- 
curity. 

A strong tendency of such a law will be tc 
increase the number of landholders, ard reeem 
investigations in Larepe have demonstiatec tha’ 
such a exelition of things in an agricultural 
community is the best: that this class of cit: 
‘aeons. moderaie and small landholders, give 
strength and viger to agricultural parsuits, ard 
succeed in bringing about the bgnest state of 
improvement of the soil. 

int the most beneficial tendency we think of 
such a measure would be to check the emigra 
tion of that class ol farmers, for whose protec- 
tion itis designed. Wits a house and small 
tarm guarantied to kim. the d. sire to go in 
search of a new home and fresh lands will be 
greatly diminished. and the homestead wouid be 
cherished to an extent kaow we ncthing of in 
thissection. Stability would be given to the in- 
crease of our population. and we would begin 
to approximate iy this respect to the legitimate 
rave of inerease. it would tend to keep South 
( arbli vians at home. to improve Carolina. and 
without some such policy we must retrograde 
Ve hope that the step proposed will meet with 
the favorabte consideration of the Legislature.

Any 
or all these-may be applied safely in the fall 
or winter, and by being slightly covered, they 
will be carried into the soil at a season when 
the temperature is not sufficiént to corporate 
the more volatile portions; and hence they 
become divided before spring, so that the 
young spongiates at first starting do not 
come in contact with any material quantity.

Winter Crops... 


Yj Mr. Enrror:—It has become a part of 


the philanthropists’ creed, that he who makes 
two blades of grass grow where but one 
og before, is a benefactor to his race. 
But what will he deserve who makes a 
whole luxuriant crop grow where nothing 
prew before? This may be done here. For 
if we have 

“*Sorrow in our song, we have no winter in our year.” 


And now that we find scarcity prevailing 
all around us, it behoves us to look to every 
crop that will nourish either man or beast. 
We cannot too strongly recommend pastures 
of rye for milk and stock cattle, and hogs; 
eg of barley to cut from to feed our 
orses, and other stock; wheat patches a- 
round our houses for our poultry to run upon. 
Barley requires the richest soil, either of the 
other crops will grow in a good corn land, 
and all will pay well for the cultivation. 
These crops will make great amends for the 
loss of summer crops, and they are indispen- 
sable even with a fallsummer crop. Stock 
of all kinds are extravagantly fond of this 
inter green food, and milk cows will show 
no diminution, either in quantity -or quality 
of milk, when suffered to run on pastures of 
tye-or when fed'on cut barley. We are satis- 
fied that nive-tenths of our farmers keep too 
many cattle; half of the number, well kept, 
will pay better and be less trouble than the 
whole flock. ‘We would recommend every 
farmer that can procure a few bushels of 
tye, or a bushel of barley, to put it in the 
ground forthwith ; and to every housekeeper 
that hasa few chickens, we say, plant a 
small patch in wheat—then, with the addi- 
tion of - a little animal food, you may have 
fresh eggs all winter. It is presumed, that 
every provident farmer has already got his 
turnips and ruta-bagas in; if not, lose no 
time in_planting turnips—they will make 
fine greens in the spring, and possibly may 
bottom. Remember that it is not only your 
white family that crave something green in 
the “winter, but the blacks, the horses, 
the mules, the cattle, the hogs, the sheep 
~in short, all the bipeds and quadru- 
peds about the plantation—ana he is the

Garden Manure applied in Fall and Winter. 

-Frequent complaints are made by those 
who are limited in their « gardening opera- 
tions that whatever manures they do apply 
to their gardens, burn up their crops when 
the heat of summer comes on. We have 
felt this inconvenience too, and in looking 
around to find a remedy, have come to the 
conclusion that whenever a garden ires 


applied in the fall or winter; in this way 
rank stable manure may be applied, and spa- 
ded or ploughed under immediately. It will 
have. become by spring the proper food of 


surface’ soil will be in a condition for the 
rowth-of vegetables; whereas if the manure 
applied at planting time, especially the 
crude manures. generally applied here, jast 
as vegetables are most required, they are 
fired-by-action of the sun on the manure, 
and the gardener has the mortification to find 
his labor and. money thrown away.

Peat mud is not the only matter suitable 
for the cattle yard. Soil from the side of 
the road, or from the side of fields next to 
a wall, are often found to be quite as good 
as peat mud—though there is as much dif- 
ference in peat mud as in soils. Some men 
are much decvived by the color of the arti- 
cle they putinto their yards. Black mud is 
supposed to be richer than that of other 
colors. Sut this is not always the case.— 
Still any kind of mud or soil will answer a 
good purpose, compared with the poor 
practice of yarding cattle in summer without 
supplying the means of retaining all the rich 
matter which is dropped there. Yards ought 
to he cleared out twice each year—once for 
planting in the spring, and again for sowing 
down in August and September. If no sow- 
ing is then done, the summer manure may 
be used to much advantage on grass lands 
in October. But by.all means take.care and 
keep a good quantity of matter in the cattle 
yard and in the hog pen, for otherwise you 
waste what cannot be easily replaced. 

All have leisure enough, after planting, to 
attend to this business—a business that was 
not much attended to filty years agoy ‘Then 
not one farmer in fifty took care to supply 
his cow yard with matter to retain or in- 
crease his manures. When the soil was first 
broken up and unexhausted, crops were ex- 
pected and actually obtained without the ap- 
plication of manures.—Plowman.

November Gardening. 


Begin now to prepare for Spring. There 
are some few seeds that may yet be put in. 
Beets may now be planted; and should the 
season prove trlerably mild, very early heets 
will be made this spring. Sow early cab- 
bage. Plant out onion seed, buttons and 
sets. Now make the asparagus bed, and as 
soon as possible transplant the roots. Arti- 
chokes may now be taken up for pickling, 
and restas soon as possible. Kale may now 
be planted out again. Thin out the ruta- 
bagas. Draw earth to the celery in clear, 
dry weather. Sow spinach, salsify and car- 
rot. Theabove seeds and roots are all har- 
dy for this climate, and by judicions fall and 
winter planting, they will be both increased 
in size and productiveness. If you have had 
a good yield from the garden this season, 
prepare now the food for the next season’s 
crops. Who would think of purchasing a 
horse without first providing corn and fodder 
for him? Remember that crops eat as well 
as horses, and he will evel be the best and 
most profitable gardener, who finds from ex- 
periment, the specific food of the different 
plants.

Why is it that the Onion shauld be culti- 
vated so much more extensively, and regard- 
ed so much_more as a staple crop, in New 
England than in the Middle and Southern 
States {—Southern Planter. 

Why isit? It is because we, having eyes, 
see not, and having ears, hear not. We here 
repeat what we have before stated, and fully 
demonstrated, that the Middle and Southern 
States are Letter adapted to growing Onions 
than the New England States. ‘The only 
difficulty has been to keep them after they 
wete grown; but if attention is ;.aid to the 
different varieties, a constant succession of 
home grown onions niay be had from Christ- 
mas to Christman again. For the early eat- 
ing onion, plant the set, or large onion ; plant 
as soon in the fall or winter as possible.— 
For a good keeping, the late kinds plant the 
black seed. Plant any time from September 
until March. They will perfect in June and 
July, and may be kept by spreading or bunch- 
ing in a cool and airy place until spring.— 
The next best keeping kind is the top or but- 
ton; these grow upon the end of the stalk, 
in the place of seed, and should be planted 
out as soon in the fall as possidle; they 
make a large onion, frequently in clusters the 
first season, planted out the secund season, 
produce the button on the top: ‘They are 
not considered as delicate as those made 
from the black seed, but are more prolific 
and easier of culture. ‘To make a good 
crop of onions, in any climate, the soil must 
be rich, wood ashes are a capital manure for 
onions.——Soil of the South.
